A union fight against an open 
shop yesterday caused a complete 
cessation of repair work on a 
weakened smokestack on the Com- 
mercial Building.

There were four negroes in the 
robbery band that entered Leon- 
ard’s saloon at Twenty-second and 
Randolph street. The saloon pro- 
prietor was wantonly murdered 
when he failed to hold up his 
hands promptly. Williams, arrest- 
ed two days later in a 
roundup, was identified as one of 
the men by the widow of Leonard. 
who had witnessed the murder of 
her husband. 

Williams, in a confession, impli- 
cated Josh Cartwright, George Ba- 
ker and Reuben Bobbits. ‘Baker 
and Cartwright are under death 
sentence and Bobbitg@ has been sen- 
tenced’ to life imprisonment, but 
the Supreme Court has not yet 
passed upon thelr cases. 

The Court also set Friday, July 
17, as the date for the execution 
of James Crump, negro slayer of 
Sheriff Blum of Audrain County. It 
was Crump’s second trial, the first 
death sentence having been -*eé- 
versed. Execution is set at Mont- 
gomery City where he was tried. 
,\Th murder occurred at Mexico, 
Mo., on Feb. 10, 1924, when Blum 
attempted to arrest Crump. 

‘ A sentence of death entered at 
St. Louls against J. V. 
negro, was reversed by the Supreine 
Court today on the finding that the 
trial court had improperly failed 
to include second-degree murder 
and manslaughter instructions. 
Williams shot and killed James W. 
Puckett, another negro, at Fif- 
teenth and Chestnut streets, June 
5. 1923. He contended at his trial 
that Puckett had’ threatened his 
life. 

Convictions of Five St. Louis Gang- 
sters Are Affirmed. 

In the St. Louis gangster cases 
Division No. 2 affirmed the life 
sentences of Oliver Hamilton and 
Clarence Daniels, ‘Cuckoo gangz- 
sters, convicted in St. Louis County 
of the murder of Policeman = Ed- 
ward Griffin. St. Louis, in the 
course of a robbery at Telegraph 
Inn, in the county, on June 10, 
1923. 

“Organized Outlaws.” 

Commissioner Edward Hizbée, 
who wrote the Hamilton and Dan- 
iels opinion, concurred ‘In by all 
Judges of the division, declarea it 
a most flagrant crime. “The de- 
fendants were members of wha! 
our statute recognizes as an organ- 
ized band of outlaws." he wrote 
“The jury would have served their 
generation more wisely by impos- 
ing the death penalty on cach of 
the defendants.” 

The Court also affirmed a 50-day 
jail sentence for “Jelly Roll” Ho- 
gan, leader of the Horan gang. for 
carrying concealed weapons: af- 
firmed a £259 fine and 60-day fail

BOMB PLOTS 
TO KILL SPANISH 


Explosive Discovered on 

Tracks Near Barcelona by 
| Guards—Effort to Blow 
| Up Meeting Place. 


By the Associated Preas. 

PERPIGNAN, France, June 5.— 
Fourteen persons have been arrest- 
‘ed in Barcelona in connection with 
bomb plots against King Alfonso, 
according to travelers arriving over 
the frontier, who says news of the 
plots is being suppressed in the 
Spanish newspapers. 

Those arrested were young stu- 
dents and functionaries, members 
of an extremist Catalan group 
which+-had been camouflaged as a 
touring association. The prisoners 
denied connection with the plots. 

The bomb, which was intended 
to blow up the royal train between 
Barcelona and Madrid, is said to 
have been a large one, weighing 
175 pounds, arranged to be explod- 
ed by an electric mechanism. _ It 
was found several miles outside the 
city near_the tracks of the Madrid 
line. 

The travelers say the police also 
found a map showing the location 
of a bomb under one of the numer- 
ous tunnels on the route to Madrid.

ALLIES CHARGE 13> 


ARMS VIOLATIONS 
BY THE GERMANS 


Text of Note Making/ De- 
mands Necessary to Ob- 


MUST REDUCE ARMY. 
TO 100,000 MEN 


Certain Changes in Facto- 
ries to Eliminate Possibil- 
ity of Making Munitions 
Ordered. 


By the Associated Prees. 
LONDON, June 5.—Germany has 


failed in 13 conditions to comply 
with the disarmament  requite- 


ments of the Versailles treaty, de- 
clares the allied note to Germany, 


here tonight, 

The note demands alteration of 
certain factories in order to make 
impossible the manufacture of war 
materials. All existing munitions 
in excess of amounts to be stated 
by the Allied Control Mission must 
be surrendered, including spare 
parts for small arms. Bomb throw- 
ers, machine guns and blank cart- 
rigdes also must be surrendered, 

In order to obtain the evacuation 
of the Cologne area, Germany 
must, among other things, suppress 
the present general staff and re- 
duce thé number of German police 
from 180,000 to 160,000. 

The strength of the German army 
must be reduced to 100,000 fight- 
ing men. 

Legislation must be enacted to 
do away with short+term enist- 
ments in the Reichswehr, the train- 
ing of reserve cadets, military ae- 
tivities of associations and the im- 
port and the export of war mate- 
rial. The note specifies the fol- 
lowing as Germany's defaults: 

Organization of police, failure to 
carry out certain required destruc- 
tione and transfer nations of fac- 
tories and work shops, delivertcs 
of certain surplus war materials 
and failure to change the organi- 
zation of the German army as laid 
down by the Versailles treaty; fali- 
wre to regulate military training 
and failure to control the impor- 
tant export of war material. 

Germany has also defaulted in 
the possession of and traffie In war 
materials, she has engaged 4a 
wrongful activities in the forbid- 
den zone and has failed to comply 
with war requisitions. é 

The note further specifined Ger- 
many’s failureto make the necé@- 
sary changes and alterations tn the 
fortres at Konigsberg, Prussia; 
failure to make necessary changes 
in fortifications and coast defenses; 
failuer to make the plans necés- 
sary for accurate files and statis- 
tical returns regarding fortifiea- 
tions; failure to deliver dacuments 
relative to existing stocks of War 
material and regarding the prod@ec- 
tion of German factories during 
the war and after the armistice. 

The note etated that the allies 
“consider it of capital importance 
to place in the foreground of their 
argument the general observation 
thta the defaults noted, unless 
promptly rectified, would in the 
aggregate enable the German Ga@y- 
ernment eventually to reconstittite 
an army modeled on the principles 
of a nation in arma.” ,
